The great Exhibition in Paris has rather 
overshadowed another ve interesting 
event, concerning which a friend just back 
from Germany relates some interesting 
facts. .. 

This is the great International Sporting 
Exhibition at Berlin. It opened in the 
Kaiserdam building ón November órd, and 
concluded on the 21st. Magnificent 
trophies from almost every country in the 
world were hung there, and General 
Goering—the Jagerméister of Germany— 
personally inspected every head, tusk and 
falcon. I hear that Ireland's absence was 

commented upon. We have many fine ex- 
amples of elks and other antlers in this 
country that might have been sent. 

At thé.cpening*hanguet General Goering 
raised his glass and drank to the future 
of international, sport throughout the 
world. He complimented the British sec- 
tion, and awarded the special prizes to 
England and Poland for the national ex- 
hibit. 

Later Oberstjagermeister Scharping pre- 
sented Sir Neville Henderson, British 
Ambassador at Berlin, with a beautiful 
piece of eighteenth century china, the 
gift of General Goering himself. British 
falconers also received awards, while Italy 
and France were well 'in the foreground. 


Nazis Greet Hauptmann 


For the greater part of his life Gerhart 
Hauptmann has been the favourite 
dramatist of the Social Democrats in 
Germany, so that the official celebration 
of his 75th birthday last week by the 
Third Reich has been rather surprising.

The dramatis 
also broadcast an address to Germans i 
other countries, for which he received 
telegram of thanks from Herr Bohle.

Gerhart Hauptmann was one of t: 
great formative dramatists of his time, 
one of the pioneers of the naturalisti 
school in Europe. Twenty years or so ag 
no praise would have been thought too 


high for him—the period when “ ‘ih 
Weavers,’’ “ Drayman Henschel,” and 
“The Fur Coat’? ranked among th: 


greatest of contemporary plays. 

To-day his compatriots think of him 
only as a dramatist whose characters d: 
not challenge Fate, and who has created 
no heroic creatures. To the new German) 
Gerhart Hauptmann is “ the poet of pity 
and weakness,’’ whose works are unfitted 
for a heroic age. He is “ the depicter of 
individual destinies,’’ the poet of an 
individualistic philosophy: outmoded, un. 
acted. but still a famous German to the 
rest of the world.

Al Botanical Tyranny 


I am at a loss to discover why the 
abominably ugly and completely useless 
veronica should exercise so unholy a 
fascination over the minds of thcse respon- 
sible for our public parks and recreation 
grounds. I have noticed that when new 
Open spaces have been planned in con- 
nection with housing emes and the 
ornamentation’ thereof that the veronica 
at once makes its appearance. The 
wretched plant has not even the virtue of 
growing a. gree 

Here and there a plant dies, and its 
neighbour, more successftl in ihe struggle 
for existence, spreads its drab leaves and 
fluffily ineffective flowers thinly across the 
dead soil vacated by its predecessor. The 
falling leaves from the shrub which it has 
now become effectively preclude the growth 
of any other green thing within the 
penumbra of its struggling growth and 
gaunt, ragged and with its many withered 
twigs most painfully apparent 
settles down to a lile of singular in- 
effectiveness; unless one takes into 
account its penchant for collecting scraps 
of paper about’ its base and preserving 
them for a lengthy period. 

_ Yet signs are not lacking that its reign 
is passing. Some years ago a plague spot 
of aged veronica occupied the square at 

. Monkstown where a drinking trough forms 
an oasis in the summer months. It has 
long been removed and pleasant trees and 
greensward have taken its place to the 
great improvement of the scene. Black- 
rock Park, a place with infinite possi 
bilities, has recently cast. forth the 
majority of its veronicas and ample, 
sodded banks are now helping te beautify 
the slopes below tle gates of the park.

Haggis in the Making 


Haggis was in the air on Saturday 
night, and on Sunday, as usual, we lesser 
breeds were asking one another for the 
hundredth time just what this haggis is. 
Here is the recipe, as I obtained it from 
somebody who claims to know :— 

Kill a sheep and remove the large 

. Stomach bag, in addition to one of the 


smaller bags that go by the name of ‘‘ the 


King’s Hood,’’. and the lights, liver and 
heart. The bags must be well washed— 
first in cold water—and then scraped 
Great care must be taken with the larg: 
bag, which ought to be let soak in cold 
water with a little salt for twenty-fow 
hours. | 

Next you boil the small bag, along with 
the lights, liver and heart, for 14 or 2 
hours. When the lot is cold, grate a 
yuarter of the liver only (you can give the 
rest to the cat, since the haggis has no 
further use for it), and mince the heart, 
‘ights and small bag, as well as half a 
nound of beef suet, very small. 


Take Your Seats ! 


At this stage take a rest, and then go 
on: 

To the minced mixture add a large 
‘reakfast cup of oatmeal, pepper and salt. 
Add also about half a pint of the water in 
which the lights, liver and heart were 


boiled. Stir until all the ingredients are 


thoroughly mixed. 

Take now the large bag and put in the 
mixture, taking care that the bag is not 
nore thar: a little over half-full, because 
the meat and meal expand. Sew up the 
hag with a needle and thread, and the 
haggis is ready for its final boiling. 

Put it into a pot with boiling water— 
having first placed a plate in the bottom 
of the pot—and boil for three hours. The 
skin as it swells up should be pricked 
secasionally to let the air out, or the whole 
thing may blow up. No garnishing of any 
sort should be served with the haggis, 
but whiskey according to capacity is 
de rigueur—in a separate vessel. 

And now you know how to compose the 
dish which has given all the Scotchmen 
in Dublin that morning-after look !

IT would be impossible to write about 

Uzhorod without mention of the 
Jews. I made many .ttempts to find out 
ust how many Jews are in the place; 
ut estimates varied so much that I had 
difficulty in making up my mind on the 
matter. There are some 37,000 inhabitants 
in Uzhorod, and I should say that between 
forty-five and forty-eight per cent. arc 
Jews. As I say, it is almost impossible 
to be certain, because, for one thing, it is 
not easy to define a Jew in these parts. 
One would need the Hitler-Rosenberg 
system of ancestor-scrutiny to get any- 
where near the truth. I was sitting one 
night in the restaurant of the Koruna, 
in which there must have been about a 
hundred people at the time. My coim

panion was pure Aryan, so I asked him: 
“ How many Jews would you say are her. 
to-night,’’ believing that there might be 
twenty or thirty. My friend looked slowly 
round the large room. “I happen to 
know everybody here to-night,’’ he said 
“With the exception of yourself, you? 
wife, the Corkman and the two of us, every 
man and woman here is a Jew—including 
all the waiters and all the members of the 
band.” He may have been exaggerating. 
but if so his exaggeration was slight; fo 
I discovered afterwards that nearly all th. 
people that one met in cafés and shops 
were Jewish—the native Ruthenians wer 
mostly hewers of wood and drawers « 
water. 


After the War 


There always have been Jews i 
Ruthenia; but there are more of ther 
theré now than ever there were; and, i! 
the nature of things, they tend to be con 
centrated in the two principal town: 
Uzhorod and Mukacevo, although you wil 
find them scattered all over the place. 
When the war ended Ruthenia’s fate was 
unknown ; but there was a general belief 
as well as a hope, that it would be attacher 
to the new Republic of Czechoslovakia 
The Province of Ruthenia, or Podkarpat 
ska Rus, is situated in a spot where th 
frontiers of four countries meet. Poland 
Rumania and Hungary virtually come t 
a point just here, and Russia is not ver: 
far away to the North-East. When it was 
realised that Ruthenia probably would b- 
taken over by the Ea co Jews from al 
these other countries slipped quietly over 
the frontiers. They knew that the Poles 
the Rumanians and the Magyars woulc 
be anti-Semitic, and that the Czecho- 
slovaks would not. Hence the milk 
in the Ruthenian coconut, as it were 
In those days nobody knew precisely who 
was a citizen of what; so when the peace 
treaties allotted Podkarpatska Rus tc 
Czechoslovakia all the immigrants as well 
as the native Jews automatically becaime 
fully fledged citizens of the Republic. 


Differing Types 


There are three—if not, indeed, four—- 
different species. of Jews in  Uzhorod. 
There are the strictly orthodox, the or 
thodox, and the more or less casual types ; 
and one ean add to this list the very 
large number of Jews who do not prac- 
tise their religion at all—a category which 
includes the half and quarter-Jews, 
whose name is legion. There are two 
main Synagogues in the town—one which 
is frequen by the strictly orthodox, 
and the other by the rest. The strictly 
orthodox are most remarkable people : 
they have to be seen to be believed; for 
they might have walked,, or shuffled, 
straight out of the Book of Exodus. 
The old gentleman shown in the photo- 
graph is typical of many hundreds, whom 
saw in Uzhorod. These Jews live their 
lives in the strictest accordance with ‘the

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_ Most of the Jews seem to live on the 
north side of the river, where you can £-¢ 
them all day long standing in little groups 
in. doorways, arguing incessantly, and 
drivihg home their points. with vigorous 
“gesture, ' The orthodox women do not 
per oftcn in public. They have their 
heads shaved, with tho result that. you 
nearly always will find them wearing 
kerchiefs instead of hats, although 
some of them, I was told on good 
authority, actually wear wigs when in the 
street. Many of these Jews are lament- 
ably -poor—a fact which surprised our 
Corkman ; for he was under the impres- 
sion that all Jews, if not rich. to-day, 
certainly would be comfortably off to- 
morrow. The which reminded me of a 
story that amused him, being a devout 
Catholic. : 
Under the administration of the late Sir 
Simon Maddock I Was to get a job 
“ás an apprentice grave-digger in Mount 
Jerome Cemetery for a boy whose mother 
nsed to do odd jobs for us in Dublin, He 
‘was’ about seventeen years of age at the 
‘ime, and one of ‘his first tasks was to 
assist at a pauper’s funeral That evening 
he came home in a state of much excite- 
ment. “ Mother,” he burst out when he 
entered the house, ' there's poor Pro- 
testants!’’ And I can assure you that 
there are poor Jews, poorer than the most 
poverty-stricken citizens of our own 
country. In Uzhorod many of them liv? 
in hovels You will meet them in rags 
on the streets, and the condition of some 
of the little children is pitiable. . 


Pride of Race 


Yet there is something about them that 
differentiates them from the r of all 
other peoples. They have a pride of race. 
You can see it in their faces. They have 
a lustrous quality in their eyes that 
betokens breeding; their delicate features 
might be chiselled in wax, and their hands 
are the hands of artists. I offered two 
little Jewish. boys a few crowns to allow 
me’ to photograph them; but they would 
have none of it. They wanted neither my 
money nor my camera, and when I 
approached them to expose a film they 
scampered away, holding their arms before 
their faces lest I might take them un- 
awares. 

They have their own schools, and in 
Mukacevo, which is not far from Uzhorod, 
the Czechoslovak Government has pro- 
vided the Jews with a Gymnasium, which 
is the equivalent of a British High School. 
A Jewish gymnasium also is being built 
in Uzhorod, very much to the disgust cf 
the strictly orthodox members of the com- 
munity, who adopt rather an arrogant 
attitude’ in respect of education. They 
desire “no State control of 
schools. . They. want to keep the Jewish 
children under their own hands, to 
bring them up in the strictest letter of 
the Mosaic Law, and to eschew all modern 
methods of education. Tho less orthodox, 
on. the. other hand, welcome the Govern- 
ment’s interest in their offspring ; for they 
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realise that the battle of life must be 
fought, and that higher education will 
give their children an advantage that they 
never enjoyed themselves.

To understand the Jewish problem— 
indeed, before you can “ó to under-

Hlubert Rooney, who is Professor of the new 
class for Plainsong at the Academy.

Orders appear to be fairly pleatiful both 
for primary foodstuffs and raw material, but 
markets still lack stability, and with shippers 
showing a lack of confidence, the éit 
remains uncertain. The virtual suspension of 
grain chartering from the River P’ate. and 
the possibility of a late export movement for 
season s Argentine whret, has con- 
siderably curtailed the field of employment. 
with the result that tonnage is accumulating 
on this side. In these citcumstances, vesste's 
offering out in ballast are ¢ompeting freely 
on other markets, tending to depress rates 
fur backward loadings. 

Renewed grain chartering from North 
America and the Gulf ports, however, com- 
bined with a broadening Eastern demand, also 
prospects of a good Australian movement, 
were satisfactory features, and should afford 
relief pending the resumption of normal 
conditions in the Sonth American trade.

The New Senate 


At its worst, Mr. de Valera s latest 
scheme for a Second Chamber is far better 
than any of its predecessors, Our own 
attitude towards the new Senate can be 
stated without difficulty: we wisn it to be. 
as far as is possible, independ: ní, of the 
Dáil. On that ground we disliked the 
original plan, as outlined in the Constitu- 
tion, It provided, as readers w:'!| remem 
ber, that forty-three of the sixty members 
should be elected by the Déil—admittedly, 
from. candidates chosen by veccational 
bodies—and therein, as we think, lay its 
fundamental weakness, The practical 
difficulty lay in the Free State a lack of 
vocational bodies: the most important 
community, for example—the farmers— 
were not organised into any greup suit- 


able for the purpose; but tho uwherent 
vice was the system of election by 
Dáil Eireann. If nearly two-thirds of the 
new Senate’s membership are the creature 
of the Dáil, it merely can be a pale reficc- 
tion of that Chamber. It will be dominated 
by party interests ; instead of the tranquil- 
lity which, according to all political theory, 
ought to mark its proceedings, work will 
be conducted in an atmosphere of party 
bitterness; legislation will pass auto 
matically without scrutiny; -he lines of 
cleavage will be precisely those of the 
Lower House. In some measure, the new 
plan tries to meet these objections, inas- 
much as it divides the responsibility of 
election between the Táil and representa 
tives of the chief local auéhorities. Under 
the new plan, as before, eleven 1 embers 
will be nominated by the President of tho 
Executive Council, and six others by the 
universities, For the remaining forty- 
three seats nominations will be made by 
“nominating bodies of a  vccational 
character,” representing, broadly, the 
various interests of the citizens of Ire-

Women and Drink 


If there is anything more objectionable 
than a drunken man it is undoubtedly a 
drunken woman.

Bicds in the Hand 


The Association of Bird Watchers and 
Wardens has been discussing a scheme at 
its London headquarters for the adoption 
of birds’ nests. From the account of the pro- 
ceedings which we have to hand it appears 
that no birds were present at the meeting ; 
but let not the cynics and trouble. 
makers seek a schism. ‘They may care to 
suggest that the birds are rendered ill by 
the -convolutions of the Watchers and 
Wardens, or that the Watchers and 
Wardens do not care one bullfinch for the 
birds’ opinions; but they would be wide 
of the mark. Winter is hard upon the 
land, and the fork-tailed petrels, the sub- 
alpine warblers, the coots and the black- 
winged pratincoles must work to fill the 
larder. While they hurry about the 
countryside the Watchers and Wardens 
attend, in an abstract capacity, to the 
future of the race—for it is the future of 
the race that is at stake. Kumour has 
come that the egg collectors are preparing 
a spring offensive, the like of which never 
has been seen before. The birds are help- 
less in the face of their mechanised might ; 
indeed, it might be Abvssinia all over 
again were it not for the Watchers’ 
and Wardens’ intervention, with their 
stratagem of nest adoption. The plan, as 
we see ‘it, will be fairly straightforward. 
} The» qwesent system of nest erection 
according to individual predilection must | 
go. No line of defence can be prepared if | 
the birds are to be allowed to build 
wherever the scenery catches their fancy. 
}t is important that their children should 
be reared in agreeable surroundings, but 
it 18 even more important that the chil- 
dren first should be given an opportunity 
to emerge from the egg. A series of local 
camps or compounds is the ideal. By 
centralising the nests we do away with the 
danger of raids: any attack must take the 
form of an organised drive. Further- 
more, the nest in its present form is quite 
unsuitable, Something on the lines of the 
beehive, with a sliding steel door to cover 
the entrance, will prove more impervious 
than the existing haphazard arrangement 
of feathers, twigs, old pocket handker 
chiefs and newspaper. Surround the bee- 
hives with a barbed wire’ entanglement,

Japan in Control 


The situation in Shanghai: has taken a 
very unpleasant turn for Great Britain, 
France and the United States, and the 
Ambassadors of these countries have 
warned the Japanese Government that 
they must be consulted before arrange- 
ments are made affecting the Chinese 
Customs. The three countries mentioned 
have big interests in the Customs, and 
part of the revenue derived from them is 
earmarked for the nayment of the interest 
on foreien loans. Once the Customs pass 
under Japanese domination there is a 
distinct possibility that the interest on 
the loans ma be ignored for some time 
to come. Japan needs al] the money she 
ean get, and with possession of Shanghai 
will have no hesitation in claiming the 
Customs dues as a right of the conqueror. 
Tt will not cause much surprise if Japan 
decides to take entire possession of 
Shanghai and the International Settle- 
ments at an early date. Japan intends to 
have no partner it che can secure the 
trade in China ‘or which she is fighting. 


Dr. Schacht’s Retirement 


The mystery regarding the position of 
Dr. Schacht is removed by the official 
announcement that he will retire from the 
Ministry of Economic Affairs in January, 

when he will be succeeded by Herr Funk, 
and until then Gen@ra] Goering will him- 
self conduct the business of the Ministry 
of Economics. Dr. Schacht has taken no 

art in the administration of the Ministry 
or three months, as he did not desire to 
serve under General Goering, whose post 
as Commissioner of the Four Year Plan 
gave him control over the Ministry. The 
nomination of Dr. Schacht as Minister 
without portfolio comes shortly af*er the 
publication of a fereword by him in the 
1938 issues of the German Colonial Year- 
Book, in which he makes a ‘detailed 
demand for the return of the German 
colonies. He is to remain President of 
the Reichsbank, but it is apparent that he 
is to play an important part in thie 
colomal question, which is the main 
purpose for his appointment as Minister 
without portfolio. The change is likely 
to produce important results for Germany, 
as 1t has been known for some time that 
General Goering has strong ideas about 
private business enterprise, and may in- 
troduce extensive schemes with a view to 
annexing profits. Herr Walter Funk is a 
little, fat person, who was a journalist 
until seven years ago, when he was 
appointed one of Herr Hitler's economic 
advisers. 


Silence for the Senate 


Details of Mr. de Valera’s Senate pro- 
posals are unknown here to-day, possibly 
due to the late hour of their publication 
on Friday night. Last night's evening 
papers contained no reference whatever to 
them, and the same applies to the Sunday 
journals, only the Obserrer giving a 
short message from its Dublin Corre. 
spondent dealing very briefly with the 
scheme, The Sunday Times has nothing 
to say on the subject, though its corre 
spondent does refer to the sateness of 
publication.

“THE WORST OF IT IS OVER”

The four deaths that have occurred were 
among mental patienis, an Irish Times 
reporter was informed last night. Amony 
those infected are two male and one 
female members of the staff. The epidemic 
still is causing grave anxiety. but, said 
the Resident Medical Superintendent last 
night, “I think we have ‘he situation 
in hand. We have the worst of it over 
us, and I think the outbreak is on the 
wane. Nevertheless, at least six persons 
are in a very critical condition.”’ 

Only two fresh cases were reported yes. 
terday as compared with four on Satur- 
day. Several of the patients, however; 
were in a very weak state. 

All suspected patients lave been 
isolated, while all the healthy patients 
and members of the staff have been 
inoculated. 


RECENTLY MARRIED 


The female member of the staff who is 
suffering from the fever is understood to 
b the Matron, who was married only 
recently to the clerk of the institution. 
She is being treated in the  mentai 
hospital, 

One of the male nurses is being treated 
in the Letterkenny Fever Hospital, and 
he is the only patient with, typhoid fever 
in that hospital at present. 

About five weeks ago a girl from. the 
town of Letterkenny was taken to the 
local fever hospital with typhor i, bat her 
case 18 believed to have no connection 
with the present outbreak. 

It was only on Saturday night that the 
people of Letterkenny became aware of the 
seriousness of the outbreak in the Mental 
Hospital, and that as many as ten per 
cent. of the inmates were suffering from 
typhoid fever. Up to then an effort had 
‘been made to prevent any alarm in the 
town by issuing no statements indicative 
of the seriousness of the situation. 


THE FIRST NEWS 


The news that typhoid fever cases were 
being treated was not fresh, however, for 
it was stated at the last meeting of the 
Mental Hospital! Committee that several 
cases were suspected and that some had 
been confirmed. 

Last night there was a great deal of 
anxiety in the town of Letterkenny. There 
was an inclination to blame the water 
supply.

M: Chautemps and .M. Delbos reached 
London last night, and will be engaged 
to-<lay and to-morrow in conversations 
with Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Eden, and 
other British Ministers.

“DUE CONSIDERATION ”

Ts Japanese Embassy spokesman 

in Shanghai yesterday gave an 
assurance that dune consideration 
would be given to the interests of the 
Powers. concerned in any Japanese 
action affecting the Chinese Customs 
as revenue for foreign loans. 

This statement followed the week 
end announcement by Great Britain, 
France and the United States of 
diplomatic representations to Tokyo 
on this matter. 

The Chinese Customs administration of 
Shanghai has been virtually placed under 
Japanese control, according to a Japanese 
news agency velegram. 

Yesterday the Japanese authorities 
in Shanghai took over the Chinese 
telegraphs in the International Settle. 
ment and imposed a Japanese censor- 


ship. 

Six British ‘vessels are reported to be 
lying at Chinkiang, a treaty port, forty- 
five miles down the Yangtse from Nan- 
king, which was severely bombed by 
Japanese aircraft yesterday. 

Earlier the Japanese authorities in 
Shanghai advised British shipping to re- 
gard this port as a danger zone. 


NANKING 


“The Chinese High Command will 
defend Nanking at any cost; the enemy 
must be made to pay the full price of our 
sacrifice,” says General Tang Sheng-Chi, 
the garrison commander, in a statement 
yesterday, says a Reuter’s Nanking tele- 
gram. 

He warns all foreigners who are able 
to leave to go now. He promises to do 
his utmost to ensure the safety of foreign 
residents, ‘‘ but,” he continues, * retreat. 
ing troops are harassed by bombs and 
shells, and must endure a nerve-racking 
strain, which may create disorder.”’ 

General Tang says that no, Chinese 
troops are to be allowed within a radius 
of thirty miles of Nanking, except on the 
clear understanding that they must be 
prepared to die. 

The city is still anxiousl~ hoping that 
the Japanese will agree to the safety zone 
at Nanking, proposed by the local Inter- 
national Committee, whose German mem- 
bers telegraphed to Herr Hitler, asking 
him to use his good offices in the matter. 

If the Japanese thrust towards Y’uhu 1s 
successful, and Nanking is isolated and 
attacked from both upstream and down- 
stream, heavy loss of life among the 
Chinese population is feared. 

British residents have been given 
large notices in Chinese to placard on 
their houses: “This is “British 
property and must not be interfered 
with by unauthorised persons.”’ 

The British now in Nanking number 
twenty-three, including two women and one 
eight-year-old girl. 


ATR RAID 


Japanese "planes yesterday carried out 
a severe air raid on Chinkiang, a strong 
pivot of the line of defence for Nanking, 
raining some 140 bombs upon its defences. 
The main object seems to have been to 
check the strengthening of the boom across 
the Yangtze River. 

The few British and American residents 
took refuge on board H.M. gunboat Aphis. 


There were no casualties among them, but: 


a large number of Chinese is believed to 
have been killed or injured. The Japanese 
authorities previously had advised all 
British ships on the river to regard Chin- 
kiang av a danger zone. 

Once the boom at the Kiangyin forts 
further down the river has been reached, 
and the minefields swept away, Chinkiang 
will be exposed to the full fury of the 
Japanese attack. 

C the bombing yesterday it is reported 
that a British owned hulk was damaged, 
while another bomb made a huge crater in 
the compound of the Asiatic Petroleum 
Company. 

Japanese *planes also heavily bombed 
Suanchen, twenty miles down the railway 
south-east of Wuhu—the next town above 
Nanking—and blew up an entire troop 
train. The casualties are said to run into 
hundreds. 

The Chinese authorities have warned all 
British and other shipping to remove up 
river before Tuesday unless they wish to 
be trap below Chinkiang, where an 
opening in the boom still allows vessels to 
pass. 


BRITISH SHIPPING 


The tension between the British and 
Japanese authorities at Shanghai has in- 
creased, says a Domei telegram, on the 

uestion of British ships ai (Chinkiang. 
There are six such ships there, and the 
Japanese authorities at Shanghai are said 
to be. pressing the British strongly to have 
them removed. 

The Canton-Kowloon railway was 
severed and communication indefinitely 
interrupted by the destruction of the 
bridge at Tutong in Saturday’s Japanese 
air raids. This railway was built with 
British capital. With the virtual closure 
of the Canton river it forms the main line 
of communication “between Canton and 
Hong Kong. 


YANGTSE DRIVE 


Japanese military operations in the 
Yangtse delta extended to a third pro- 
vince yesterday—the 108th day of the war 
in the Shanchai area—when forces strik- 
ing out for Wuhu crossed the Chekiang 
border into Hwei, says a Reuter Shang. 
hai telegram. 

Wahu is the treaty port in Anhwei, 
near a part ot the Yangtse that is fifty 
milos above Nanking. The immediate ob- 
jones is Kwangteh, eighty-five miles from 
Wahu.

in his report submitted to the meet- 
ing—which was held in the Theatre 
Royal, Dublin—Father Flinn spoke 
of the palpable increase in drinking 
and castigated hosts, hostesses and 
organisers who permitted—if they 
did not actually encou intem- 
perance on the occasion of a dance, 
dinner, social gathering, or under 
the cloak of hospitality.” ; 

Over 3,000 people attended the meeting, 
including 285 delegates from 24 counties 
and 23 dioceses. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Dignan, Lord Bishop 
of Clonfert, presided. 

At the outset of his report, Father Flinn 
said that, despite the great work which the 
Association had accomplished, . “there 
remained tremendous work to be done ; for 
all was not well in the temperance world, 


Unfortunately, the consumption of drink 


was again decidedly on the increase. 

In 1934, 1935 and 1936 the average 
monthly consumption of beer and spirits 
had steadily risen, with the result that in 
1936 their people had paid across the 
counter for drin more than a million and 
a half more money than they did in 1954— 
an increase of a million and a half on an 
eleven millions bill. The figures were: 
£10,900,000 in 1954 ; £12,500, 


a very serious increase.. 


FALLING BACK 


But these figures, stated in pounds, did 
not represent anything like the amount of 
drink consumed twenty or thirty years 
ago, said Father Flinn. There had been a 
great improvement since then. The point 
which he wished to make, however, was 
that they were falling back. Ireland was 
again beginning to drink more and more, 
and that increased drinking had meant 
more intemperance. 

“ But statistics are not necessary,” 
added the speaker. ‘‘ The increase of 
drinking is palpable. Unfortunately, that 
increase is greatest among the young, and, 
sad to say, among young girls, and too 
often among a class of society. that have a 
tremendous power—yes, and responsibility 
—with regard to example, and who are 
giving bad example. 

“Tt is only a couple of years ago that 
our revered Archbishop regretted that in- 
temperance was again on the increase, and 
especially among the young of both sexes. 
And 1 have no hesitation in stating that 
things have gone worse since he spoke. 
There are few present who do not know cf 
young men drinking, young men daily 
getting fonder of drink, and gradually 
becdming addicted to drink. 

‘* You know as well as I do that there is 
an increasing number of young girls and 
women who think they are not ‘ smart,’ 
not ‘up to date,’ not ‘it,’ unless they 
are taking wines and cocktails on every 
occasion. You know of girls who, at 
dances and similar occasions, aven though 
they do not get intemperate, take tar 
more drink than any girl who respk :ss 
herselt should take. 


HELPED INTO CARS 


“I know of a gathering wm grand 


society. After the festivities, girl factory 
workers going to their dinner saw young 
ladies helped, lifted, into motor cars. 
There were sorie people connected with 
that gathering whose responsibility before 
God Í should not like to share. Some 
time ago certain people were told very 
sharply that it is a serious crime before 
the law to permit drunkenness on licensed 
remises. But what about the crime 
rae God of Catholic hosts, hostesses 
and organisers who permit—if they do not 
actually encourage—intemperanhce on the 
oceasion of a dance, dinner, social gather- 
ing, or under the cloak of hospitality— 
and yet this happens, and you know it!” 

After calling tor earnest work to pro- 
mote temperance, Father Flinn said: 

“ We have seen that Ireland is drink- 
ing more, that intemperance is again on 
the increase, that the souls and bodies of 
too many of our young people are being 
endangered by early drinking habits. One 
would think that all Ireland wauld rise 
against this—but no! The licen~ed trade 
have announced a vigorous agitation to 
secur: what they call ‘reform of the 
liquor laws.’ They have already set forth 
their demands, most of which, 1! granted, 


would result in increased consumption of . 


drink. 

‘“* Against any relaxation of liquor laws 
that tends to incre.se drinking, we pro- 
test, and protest most emphatically,’ he 
said. ‘‘Inereased consumption will 
result inevitably in increased intemper- 
ance. 

Father Flinn said that for proof they 
needed nothing more than the words of 
the Brewers’ Journal, from which. he said, 
he quoted the following: ‘‘ Statistics an- 
doubtedly show a correspondence betWeen 
increased or decreased consumption of 
beer, and increases or decreases in the 
number of convictions for drunkenness, 
not only during the last year, but over a 


long period.”’
